The following message was received from the governor : 


EXECUTIVE OFFice, HELENA, M. T. 
Lo the Council and House of Representatives : 


It is cause for congratulation that you have convened at atime 
when order is as firmly established, life and property as sacred and 
secure, and justice as wisely administered in Montana as in the 
states. Since the last meeting of the legislative assembly the great 
increase of the territory in population, wealth, and the opportunities 
for the development of its exhaustless resources, will give to your 
deliberations and conclusions an importance that has not character- 
ized any previous session. The knowledge, common to the people, 
that you are to make laws for a vast territory, which is unsurpassed 
in America for its salubrity of climate and its wealth in precious 
metals, and whose plains and valleys are underlaid with fuel and 
covered by the richest pastures, cannot for a moment escape your 
minds. It is fortunate that in the constitution of the two branches 
the choice has been made of so many who have a thorough ac- 
quaintance with the varied interests and industries of the territory. 


It seems proper that your attention should now be invited to 
some of the matters that have been deemed worthy of consideration 
by the people. | 
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1. Although the percentage of crime has largely diminished the 
penal institutions established for an infant settlement are insufficient 
for the great increase of population. In the absence of an appro- 
priation by congress to enlarge the penitentiary some provision by 
you will be necessary for the “confinement of convicts. 


2. It is suggested that in the near future the criminal law would 
probably be enforced with less difficulty by the election of a prose- 
cuting officer for each county instead of one for each judicial 
district. 


3. There appears to be good ground for the general opinion 
that the fees of public officers in the territory are greatly dispropor- 
tionate, and in some cases, on account of recently improved facili- 
ties for travel and transportation, largely in excess of a just com- 
pensation for services performed. 


4. Much inconvenience would be avoided if the official term of 
notaries public should expire at some time during the session of the 
legislative assembly. 


5. Asa true expression of the popular will can only be obtained 

oueh the ballot box it is submitted that it would be wise to pro- 
vide by law for ascertaining by proper proofs the persons entitled to 
vote at elections. Whether such a provision should be general or 
limited in its application to the more populous portions of the ter- 
ritory is also a ptoper subject for your consideration. 

6. For the purpose of statistical information, and the correction 
of abuses, it seems desirable that public officers, so far as practica- 
ble, should be required to make both a detailed and classified re- 
port of their official transactions to some supervising authority. 


7. he condition of the territorial law library is such that not 
only the broken sets should be filled, but a reasonable addition 
should also be made. 


8. The commissioners appointed to represent the interests of 
Montana at the World’s industrial and cotton centenniai exposition 
at New Orleans have already performed a work of immense value 
to the territory. It is reasonable that the territory, for whose bene- 
fit their energies have been exerted, should furnish necessary assist- 
ance for the completion of their undertaking. 


g. The auditor ot the territory has reported to me the fact that 
the expenses of the territorial government for the past year were 
$28,558.77 in excess of the revenue. It therefore becomes neces- 
sary that the system of taxation, if in any respect faulty. should be 
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so revised, or the expenses of government so reduced, that the rev- 
enue derived shall honor all legal demands upon it. It would be 
greatly to the advantage of Montana that it should long continue 
to Fe a fact that she owes not a dollar. 


10. As to our federal relations the right of petition will not be 
denied you. There is now a pressing demand that the penitentiary — 
should be made adequate to the requirements of a largely increased 
population. Still another question engrosses the attention of the 
people. As to that, it may be’said that millions of acres, now idle, 
could, without detriment or discomfort to a human being, be opened 
for use and production ; but it is hoped that no disposition of pub- 
lic lands or reserved tracts will be so made as to retard the settle- 
ment of the territory. 


The reports of the several officers and boards charged with the 
duty of reporting will be transmitted to you.at an early day. From 
the details of these reports you will obtain accurate information as 
to the conduct of the different branches of the territorial adminis- 
tration. It is a pleasure to state that no complaint of official mis- 
conduct has reached me, and it is a gratification to know that our 
common school system, excellent in itself and wisely conducted, is 
furnishing to the youth all the advantages to be found in older 
communities. 


Relying much upon those who committed their early fortunes to 
a new land to give me the benefit of their wisdom and experience 
it shall hereafter be my privilege to communicate with you upon 
matters of public concern as occasion may require. It is hoped 
that all of the departments of the territorial government will co-op- 
erate for the promotion of the general welfare and the advancement 
of every legitimate interest, without sectional prejudice or partisan 
bias, so that there may be a just, economical, and enlightened ad- 
ministration of public affairs. B. P. CARPENTER.

Messages shall be transmitted between the two houses by the 
chief clerk or sergeant-at-arms, or by such other officer of each 
house as its sense of propriety may dictate, which messages shall 
keep each house informed with promptness of all notices given and 
bills introduced, and ofthe general condition and state of the 
business of the other. 

VIII. 


Upon the presentation ofan enrolled bill by the joint enrolling 
committee of the two houses to the presiding officer of one of the 
houses for his signature thereto, he shall rise in his place and give 
notice that he is about to sign the same, giving the title thereof ; 
whereupon, if any member shall signify his desire so to do, he shall 
be permitted to examine the same, but no objections to the pre- 
siding officers signing the same shall be of any avail if the same 
conforms to the engrossed bill as it passed both houses. | 

IX. 

The enrolling and engrossing clerks of the two houses, under 
the direction of the presiding officer of each house, respectively, 
when not engaged in enrolling or engrossing bills, shall assist the 
several select or standing committees. | 

x 

The journal of each house shall give the title and number of 
each bill, joint resolution or memorial; but the second and all sub- 
sequent references shall be complete when referred. to by its num- 
ber. . 

XI. 


In every case of disagreement between the two houses, if either 
house requests a conference and appoints a committee for that pur- 
pose, the other house shall appoint a committee to confer there- * 
with upon the subject of their disagreement. They shall 


meet at a convenient time, to be agreed upon by their chairman, 


and, having conferred freely, each shall report to their respective 
houses the result of their conference. 


XII. 


When a message shall be sent from either house to the other, it 
shall be announced at the door of the house to which it is sent by 
the doorkeeper thereof, and shall be respectfully communicated to 
the chair by the person by whom it is sent. 


XIII. 


When a bill shall have passed both houses it shall be duly en- 
rolled by the enrolling clerk of the house in which it originated, 
and the fact of its origin shall be certified by the endorsment of the 
clerks thereof. 
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XIV. 


When bills are enrolled they shall be examined by a joint com- 
mittee of three from the council and three from the house of repre- 
sentatives, who shall be a standing committee for that purpose, and 
who shall carefully compare the enrollment with the engrossed bills 
as passed by the houses, correct any errors therein, and make re- 
port thereof forthwith to their respective houses. 


XV. 


After said report, each bill shall be signed, first by the speaker 
of the house of representatives and then by the president of the 
council, in the presence of their respective houses while in session. 


XVI. 


After the bill shall have thus been signed in each house, it shall 
be presented by said committee to the governor for his approval, 
and they shall forthwith report the day and hour of presentation, 
which shall be entered upon the journal of each house. 


XVI. 


All memorials to congress, or to any officer or other authority of 
the government, after they shall have passed both houses, shall be 
carefully enrolled, signed by the speaker of the house of represen- 
tatives and the president of the council, and shall be transmitted by 
the chief clerk of the house in which they originated to the presi- 
dent of the senate, the speaker of the house of representatives, or 
to the authority memorialized, and a copy to our delegate in 
congress. 


XVIII. 


When any bill, joint resolution or memorial which shall have 
passed in one house is rejected in the other, notice of said rejection 
shall be given to the house which has passed the same.

When a bill, resolution or memorial which shall have passed one 
house is rejected in the other, it shall not again be introduced 
during the session without five days’ notice, and leave of two-thirds 
of the members voting thereon.

Each house shall transmit to the other, with any bill, resolution 
or memorial, all papers upon which the same shall be founded. 
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XXI. 


When each house shall have adhered to their disagreement, a 
bill or resolution is lost. 


XXII. 


When any bill, memorial or resolution is ordered to be printed, 
a sufficient number of copies shall be printed for the use of both 
houses, and the quota for each house shall be delivered to its ser- 
geant-at-arms. 


XXIII. 


It shall be the duty of the chief clerks of the house of reprerenta- 
tives and the council, when any document is ordered to be printed 
in their respective houses, forthwith to communicate such order to 
the other house. 


XXIV. 


Whenever a joint resolution or memorial shall have passed 
both houses of the legislative assembly, an enrolled copy thereof, 
duly signed by the speaker of the house of representatives and the 
president of the council, shall be filed in the office of the secretary 
of the territory by the chief clerk of the house in which the same 
originated.

That said hook shall not be baited withany poisonous drug or sub- 
stance, and that it shall be unlawful for any person or persons to 
make any dams, or use any fish traps, seines or similar means for 
catching fish, or to use any drugs or poison or giant powder or 
other explosive compound intending to catch, kill or destroy fish of 
any species. Provided, that it shall not be unlawful to use a seine or 
net for the purpose of taking fish to transplant into, or stock other 
streams, lakes or ponds, or for the purpose of taking minnows or 
small fish for bait for hook, and any person or persons, company 
or corporation offending against this section, shall be deemed 
guilty ofa misdemeanor and upon conviction thereof, shall be 
fined in any sum not less than fifty dollars, nor more that two hun- 
dred and fifty dollars, and shall be imprisoned for a period not less 
than thiry days nor more than six months and shall pay the costs 
of prosecutions.
